Since 1961, successive. famines on the 
mainland have resulted in the death of 
8,000,000, and another 1,800,000 have sūc- 
cumbed to malnutrition or exhaustion. 

From 1961 to 1963, bloody suppression 
of anti-Communist riots and uprisings took 
the lives of 13,300,000.

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Morgenthau Plan 


The following from ‘“ROOSEVELT’S 
ROAD TO.RUSSIA,” by George N. Crock- 
er, illustrates clearly the unspeakable ven- 
geance written into the Morgenthau Plan: 


The Morgenthau Plan, in brief, was. 
to strip, pillage, and so destroy Germany 
that it would be permanently converted 
into “a country primarily agricultural 
and pastoral i in character.” Speaking of 
the Ruhr “and surrounding industrial 
areas” to a total of over thirty thousand 
square miles, Morgenthau (or, in real- 
ity, Dexter White) had written: “This 
area should not only be stripped of all 
presently existing industries BUT SO 
WEAKENED AND CONTROLLED that 
it cannot in the foreseeable future be- 
come an industrialized area . . All 
industrial plants and equipment not de- 
stroyed by military action shall either 
be completely dismantled or removed 
from the area OR COMPLETELY DE- 
STROYED, all equipment shall he re- 
moved from the mines and the mines 
shall be thoroughly wrecked.” 

By 1948, the U. S, Military Govern- 
ment had reported that 767 factories in 
the French, British and American zones 
of Germany had been dismantled and 
sent away to the victorious countries, 
mostly Russia . . . During this time the 
U. S. was spending six billion dollars on . 
foed, clothing, shelter and care for the 
destitute, conquered people and uproot- 
ed hordes, who had fled in the path of 
the red army. With one hand we were 
destroying Central Europe’s means of 
subsistence; with the other we were sup- 
porting it at the expense of American
